1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 45 (renumbered claim 1), Prior Art fails to disclose the method of 
converting any of the plurality of circuits from listening to provisioned, converting includes 
creating a provisioned structure that is empty, retrieving a set of parameters for the circuit from a 
server external to the network element, populating the provisioned circuit structure with the set 
of parameters and associating the circuit with the provisioned circuit structure in combination 
with other limitations set forth in the claim. 

Regarding claim 54 (renumbered claim 10), Prior Art fails to disclose the limitation 
including for each of the circuits currently configured as listening on which a packet is received 
from one of the subscribers, attempting to provision in the network element that circuit with its 
set of parameters in the remote database in combination with other limitations set forth in the 
respective claim. 

Regarding claim 61 (renumbered claim 17), Prior Art fails to disclose the limitation of 
allowing each of the plurality of entities to remotely provision their plurality of circuit s 
configured as listening through maintenance of sets of parameters in the remote database that are 
retrieved as needed by the network elements responsive to receipt of packets on those of the 
circuits configured as listening in combination with other limitations set forth in the respective 
claim.
